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Specification 

The examiner has not checked the specification to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors (grammatical, typographical and 
idiomatic).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112/101 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 30-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are confusing in the recitation of a component having "molecular 
sieves". Are there more than one kinds of sieve present? This language is unclear. 
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Claims 40 and 53 are confusing in the recitation of a further "active component" 
because it would appear that the active component is the molecular sieve containing 
vanadium. Further, for what is the component active? 

Claim 49 lacks antecedent basis for the recitation of "ZSM-5". 

Claims 65 and 66 provide for the use of a composition but, since the claims do 
not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claims 65 and 66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an 
improper definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process 
claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 
1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 
1966). 

Use claims are non-statutory and claims 65 and 66 have not been further treated 
on the merits. In the event they are rewritten to constitute proper process claims, they 
may be withdrawn from consideration as directed to a non-elected invention and the 
office action will still be made FINAL. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 39-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for the molecular sieves set forth in claim 43, does 
not reasonably provide enablement for claims that recite merely "molecular sieve". The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in 
scope with these claims. The number and kind of molecular sieves known in the art is 
so large as to require a skilled artisan to conduct undue experimentation to determine 
the metes and bounds of this invention. The language "molecular sieve" embraces 
myriad substances neither contemplated nor disclosed by applicant for the intended 
purpose. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 52-64 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate 
of claims 39-51 . When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close 
in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it 
is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate 
of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

The scope of the two sets of claims is identical. It is irrelevant whether the 
composition is called a "composition" or an FCC "catalyst". 

Claim Construction 
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The examiner has construed claims 47 and 60, for example, as being directed to 
a composition containing both a vanadium molecular sieve and an addition zeolite Y 
and/orZSM-5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 39-45 and 50-58, 63 and 64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US 2003/0144141 to Bowman et al. 

The instantly claimed invention is directed to a composition comprising a 
molecular sieve having vanadium incorporated into the skeleton. The prior art discloses 
known compositions VS-1 , VS-2 and VAPO materials. These read directly on the 
claimed composition. Although the reference doesn't describe sulfur removal activity, 
such would be an inherent characteristic of the material and would therefore naturally 
flow from the prior art disclosure. The claims reciting an "active component" read on 
any addition to the material, for example the promoter metals or selectivating agents 
suggested by the prior art. See particularly columns 1 and 3. The amounts of effective 
component appear to overlap those claimed herein, even irrespective of different utilities 
for the compositions. With respect to support materials, it is considered that the skilled 
artisan would introduce such as desired and for their intended purpose, i.e. stabilization, 
strength, ease of separation, and increasing surface area for catalytic phenomena and 
the addition of a known catalyst to a support does not constitute a patentable 
improvement in the art. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
